2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species 
for prosecution an the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic 
claim is finally held to be allowable. As best understood . Examiner has identified 
the Species (A, B, C, etc.) but Applicant may amend, with a detailed explanation, 
the composition of each species (A, B, C, etc.) to include associated/respective 
figures/limitations to distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. Currently, there appears to be no claim, which is generic to all 
species.
